WASHINGTON, June 15 


(AP).—President Roosevelt 
called today for creation of 
a world organization of all 
‘‘neace-loving’’ nations to 
maintain peace and security— 
backed by force if necessary. 

‘‘We are not thinking of a 
superstate with its own police 
force and other paraphernalia 
of coercive power,’’ the Presi- 
dent said, but he added that 
member nations of the world 
organization would maintain 


adequate forces ‘‘for joint ac- 


tion when mnecessary:’” 


For the mechanics 


of a peace-_ 


promoting organization, Roosevelt 


proposed in a statement: 

1. An international organiza- 
tion comprising all peace-loving 
nations, 

2. A council, elected annually 
by these nations, to Include the 
four major nations and “a suit- 
able namber of other nations.” 

(The big four are the United 
States, Great Britain, Russia 
and China.) 

3. An international court of 
justice to deal primarily with 
disputes capable of settlement. 


Roosevelt emphasized that for 
the need of physical enforcement 
of war prevention, the Govern- | 
ment is seeking agreement with 
other nations to have their armed 
forces available for joint action. 

The plan set forth in the Presi- 
dent's statement will be the basis 
of conversations at a meeting to 
which Secretary of State Hull has

HE conference today with officials of the Department of State 
on the postwar security organization program is a continua- 
tion of conferences which have been held from time to time 
These conferences have enabled me 
to give personal attention to the development and progress of 
the postwar work the Department of State is doing. 

All plans and suggestions from groups, organizations, and 
individuals have been carefully discussed and considered. 
to emphasize the entirely nonpartisan nature of these consulta- 
All aspects of the postwar program have been debated 
This is a tribute to the political leaders 
who realize that the national interest demands a national pro- 
gram now. Such teamwork has met the overwhelming approval 


The maintenance of peace and security. must be the joint 


develop plans for an international organization comprising all 
The purpose of the organization would be to main- 
tain peace and security and to assist the creation, through inter- 
national co-operation, of conditions of stability and well-being 
necessary for peaceful and friendly relations among nations. 

Accordingly it is our thought that the organization would be 
a fully representative body with broad responsibilities for promot- 
ing and facilitating international co-operation, 
agencies as may be found necessary to consider and dea] with the 
It is our further thought that the 
organization would provide for a council, 
the fully representative body of all nations, which would include 
the four major nations and a suitable number of other nations, 
The council would concern itself with peaceful settlement of in- 
ternational disputes and with the prevention of threats to the 
peace or breaches of the peace. 

There would also be an international court of justice to deal 
primarily with justiciable disputes. 

We are not thinking of a superstate with its own police 
forces and other paraphernalia of coercive power. 
seeking effective agreement and arrangements through which 
the nations would maintain, according to their capacities, 
adequate forces to meet the needs of preventing war and of 
making impossible deliberate preparation for war, and to 
haye such forces available for joint action when necessary. 
All this, of course, will become possible once our present 
enemies are defeated and effective arrangements are made 
to prevent them from making war again. 

Beyond that, the hope of a peaceful and advancing world 
will rest upon the willingness and ability of the peace-loving 
bearing responsibility commensurate

A DNB agency broadcast from 
Berlin said the Americans had 
launched two other thrusts, one 
with a fresh division on both sides 
of the road leading’ southwest 
from Bayeux toward St. Lo, and

The former thrust was from the 
south of the Biards Forest, the 
Germans said, and achieved an 
initial penetration which was said 
to have been stopped,

Yanks Storming Japanese 
Positions on Island 
1500 Miles Southeast 
of Tokyo. 


WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP). 
American troops are storming 
Japanese positions on Saipan Is- 
land, in the Marianas, 1500 miles 
southeast of Tokyo, Adm. Chester 


W. Nimitz, Pacific commander in 
Chief, announced today. 

‘Initial landings were carried 
out succesfully, Nimitz reported 
in a communique. “Assault troops 
have effected landings,” he said, 
adding that troops still are swarm- 
ing onto the island in face of 
atrong opposition from the Jap- 
anese garrisons, 

Warships have their big guns 
turned on Saipan, pounding at 
Japanese pillboxes and other po- 
sitions. 

Aircraft from big carriers also 
are participating with fighter 
planes, flying low over the ad- 
vancing waves of troops to strafe 
the enemy and bombers are drop- 
ping their deadly loads on forti- 
fied Japanese positions. 

Light Casualties Indicated. 

No indication was given by 
Adm. Nimitz of the toype of op- 
position being met in the landing 
operations, He said, however, that 
a strong defanse was being put 
up by the Japanese, He indicated 
that American casualties were 
light. 

The beginning of the invasion 
followed five days of battering ac- 
tion by planes and warships to 
soften up enemy positions. Air- 
craft initially carried out the job 
of pounding the Marianas de- 
fenses from the air, hitting not 
only Saipan, but adjoining Tinian, 
Rota and Guam, the latter a base 
captured by the Japanese from 
an American garrison early in the 
war, 

Then, yesterday Nimitz an- 
nounced that American warships 
had turned their guns on Tinian 
and Saipan in a heavy bombard- 
ment Monday.

Tokyo Radio Reports At- 
tempt by American 
Forces to Land on Sai- 
pan and Tinian, in Mar- 
ianas Islands. 


WASHINGTON, June 15 


AP).—The Army sent its new 


Super-Fortress bomber into ac- 
tion for the first time — 
in a raid on Japan. 

Mighty B-29 bombers fying 


from the China-Burma-India 


theater carried out the attack, 
but their targets were not im- 
mediately disclosed. 

The text of the brief com- 
munique read: 

“*B-29 sguper-Fortresses of 
the United States Army Air 
Forces 20th Bomber Command 


bombed Japan today.” 

Although the announcement did 
not tell where the attacking planes 
were based, the War Department 
later disclosed that they were 
from the China -Burma-India 
theater. 


Special Air Force Created. 


The announcement also served 
to disclose for the first time the 
existence of the 20th Air Force 
(of which the 20th Bomber Com- 
mand is a part), a world-roaming 
unit under the personal direction 
of Gen. H. H. Arnold, chief of the 
Army Air Forces. 


It was also disclosed that a 
Super-Fortress had an encounter 
with a dozen Japanese planes over 
Burma many weeks ago. The giant 
bomber ig believed to have shet 
down two of the attacking fighters 
before the enemy turned away. 
The B-29 received a few bullet 
holes and one gunner was wounded 
slightly. 

Gen. George C. Marshall, chief 


of staff, in a statement on the at- 
tack, said the Super-Fortress in- 
troduced a new type of offensive 
against the enemy and “also cre- 
ates a new problem in the applica- 
tion of military force.” 


Marshall’s Statement. 


The text of Gen. Marshall's 
statement follows: 


“The attack on Japan by the 
Super-Fortress B-29 from dis 
tant bases introduces a new type 
of offensive against our enemy. 
It also creates a new problem in 
the application of military force. 
Because of the enormous range 
and heavy bomb load of these 
Super-Fortresses, far exceeding 
that of previous strategic bomb- 
ers, they can strfke from many 
and remote bases at a single ob- 
jective. 


“The power of these new bomb- 
ers is so great that the joint 
chiefs of staff felt that it would 
be uneconomical to confine the 
Super-Fortress organization to a 
single theater, These bombers, 
therefore, will remain under the 
centralized control of the joint 
chiefs of staff with a single com- 
-mander, Gen. Arnold, acting as 
their agent in directing their 
bombing operations throughout 
The planes will be 
treated ag major task forces in 
the same manner ag naval task 
forces are directed against spe- 
cific objectives. 

“This type of flexible, central- 
ized control recognizes that very 
long range bombardment is not

An American staff officer told 
Associated Press Correspondent 
Don Whitehead that the German 
Ninety-first and 352d Infantry di- 
visions had been virtually annihi- 
lated by American troops since 
the landing and that only bare 
remnants of these units remained 
in action. 


Fluid Fighting at Montebourg. 


The Americans also fought their 
way back into Montebourg, 14 
miles southeast of Cherbourg, and 
headquarters said street fighting 
was in progress. But the fighting 
here was fluid, and the Germans 
in midafternoon claimed they 
were again in possession of the 
town 


American troops also were en- 
gaged in heavy fighting in the 
Pont l'Abbe area, four miles north 
of Pretot, and along the road 
from Montebourg to Quineville on 
the coast. 

The Americans hammered out 
gains both in the Pont l’Abbe area 
and around Quineville, which rep- 
resents the Allied right flank, 
headquarters said. 

American artillery was shelling 
the road from Montebourg to 
Valognes to the northwest, and 
the doughboys controlled the road 
from Quineville to Montebourg.

“If the 
movement should accomplish its 
purpose it would be difficult, if 
not impossible, to sustain the aids 
currently provided for highways, 
for the aged and physically handi- 
capped, and for agriculture.” 

Speaking before the citizens’ 
conference on postwar planning 
sponsored by the American Plan- 
ning and Civic Association, Dr.

Dr. Heller told a reporter the 
plan of the movement is to per- 
suade two-thirds of the states to 
petition Congress to call a consti- 
tutional convention, a procedure 
he said had never before been em- 

loyed. 

f nf powerful lobby in Washington 
is busily promoting the idea, he 
added. An organization called the 
American Taxpayers’ Association 
has established offices in Wash- 
inzton, and other organizations 
also pushing the plan are the 
Western Tax Council and the 
Committee for Constitutional Gov- 
ernment, the group of which 
Frank Gannett, New York State 
publisher, is a guiding spirit, 
Heller said. 

He told the reporter the move- 
ment, while it has received little 
publicity, is “highballing along’ 
and is steadily gaining ground. 
“Municipalities have a vital inter- 
est in this proposed amendment,” 
he continued, “for it would indi- 
rectly result in weakening their 
power to give the people many im- 
portant services and would make 
local finance harder to manage. 
Purely as a matter of self-interest 
and apart from the folly of writ- 
ing tax laws into the Constitution, 
the municipalities should vigor- 
ously oppose this proposal.” 

The subject of Dr. Heller’s ad- 
dress was “Postwar Municipal Fi- 
nance in the National Economy.” 
He said municipalities draw on 
the entire national economy for 
their support and they cannot 
‘live alone and like it.’ He point- 
ed out that he was expressing his 
own views, and not necessarily 
those of the Treasury Department. 

He criticized state and local gov- 
ernments for a “peculiar perver- 
sity in their fiscal policies.” 

“Instead of manipulating their 
tax, borrowing, and expenditure 
policies to work against the ebbs 
and flows of our economic system, 
they have gone along with the tide 
and, in fact, contributed to those 
tides,” he said. 


At a round table discussion on 
planning education, Philip H. El- 
wood, head of the department of 
landscape architecture at Iowa 
State College, said he anticipated 
returning soldiers would have a 
good many ideas to offer on plan- 
ning. 

“IT have received a number of 
letters from service men,” he said, 
“which indicate they are impressed 
and inspired by the, villages and 
gardened cities of England. Maybe 
some of them will learn something 
from the remnants of the gar- 
dened cities of Germany. 

“They will come back imbued 
with the idea they want to make 
their country more like what it 
should be and what we have been 
telling them it is.” 

In another address Malcolm H. 
Dill, executive secretary of the 
Cincinnati Area Citizens’ Planning 
Association, said it was necessary 
for each metropolitan area to em- 
ploy an effective planning com- 
mission with a full-time technical 
staff.

NAZI COUNTERBLOW SEEMINGLY TOO LATE

HIS is a time for cautious optimism. The news from Normandy 


looks good. Here is the situation: 


The Germans have launched 


I ‘what appears to be their long-awaited major counter-effort, with 
the weight of the attack driving north toward the Tilly-Sur-Seulles- 
Caen-Troarn front, using four armored divisions in this sector, Simul- 


taneously they launched powerful 


counter-thrusts on the Cherbourg 


peninsula, where they had obviously sent in strong reinforcements 
by the western road. They recovered Montebourg and fought their 
way into Carentan, but on the basis of the last reports available at 
this time American troops control Carentan and have advanced to 


the west, 


But the German stroke seems 
to have come just too late. It 
seems to have been anticipated by 
a major Allied offensive striking 
south and east from the Forest of 
Cerisy, southwest of Bayeux. 

It seems clear that we have ef- 
fected a major breach in the Ger- 
man main defensive position, Our 
armor has poured through this 
breach into open country. It is be- 
ing strongly followed up by infan- 
try. We are fanning out behind the 
area of the major German coun- 
ter-offensive effort. Our patrols 
are far ahead of the stronger ele- 
ments, 

The axis of our main effort. is 
swinging round in a curve to the 
southeast, against the main Ger- 
man lines of supply and of retreat. 
If we can follow through on this 
magnificent achievement, the Ger- 
man forces in the Tilly-sur-Seulles- 
Caen-Troarn area may be envel- 
oped and destroyed, certainly will 
have to fall back rapidly toward 
the east and southeast. 

Thus the great battle in France 
appears to be fully joined and 
roaring toward a crisis. We appear 
to have the advantage of having 
struck first, of having taken the 


Germans by surprise, and of being | 


superior in numbers at the deci- 
sive points. 

If we can maintain the latter 
superiority, we shall inevitably 
reap rich dividends from the other 


two. Napoleon once described the- 
conduct of war as being “a cau-'| 
tious and economical defense until | 
the time arrived for a bold and 


violent attack.” 

Our break-through of the Ger- 
man center has certainly lacked 
nothing in boldness, or in careful 
timing. It requires only that we 
shall have the resources in fight- 
ing power available to follow it up 
in sufficient strength, to convert 
it into a great victory. 

Whether these resources are 
available in France at the moment 
remains to be seen. It is, of course, 
always possible that the enemy’s 
blows have compelled Gen. Mont- 
gomery to accept unusual risks in 
the timing of his own attack. That 
is the chief reason why we must 
temper our hopes with caution. At 
least, we shall not be long in 
doubt; the next few hours should 


INVASION SPIRIT 
SPURS PRODUCTION

“No definite and detailed plan 
for postwar organization has been 
submitted to the people by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. I am sure that ~ 
he has his own good reasons for 
his policies, I believe that out 
of this war, or when hostilities are 
ended, President Roosevelt will 
help formulate and submit a plan, 
or call it what one may, that

“Adherence of this nation te 
such policies will be consistent 
with our democratic institutions, 
the integrity and independence of . 
our country, and the freedom of 
its people. 

“President Roosevelt at a recent 
press conference promised the 
American people that the con- 
templated world machinery would 
bar aggression without in any way, 
shape or form depriving the 
United States of its national in- 
tegrity, 

“The attainment of this objec- 
tive should be the supreme ambi- 
tion of all who love peace and hate 
war; to its support and realization 
I pledge my sincere and earnest 
effort.”

Willkie on Republican History 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

¢ Let us hope the remaining articles in 
the series by Wendell Willkie will be 
grounded on sounder scholarship and a 
greater regard for historical accuracy 
than was his opening article in Mon- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

His entire line of reasoning in this 
first article was based on an erroneous 
premise, which he states with the as- 
surance of gospel truth in his initial 
paragraph: 

“The Republican party in its begin- 
ming arose from the people’s urge to 
build a strong national Government to 
offset the disruptive, weakening influ- 
ence of the states’ right doctrine of the 
Democratic party. Paradoxically, now, 
in 1944, that same Republican party is 
urged to dedicate itself to the doctrine 
of states’ rights.” 

As a comparative newcomer to Re. 
publican ranks, Mr. Willkie might prof- 
itably read the first Republican plat- 
form written in 1856. That platform 
declared the newborn party to be “op- 
posed to the extension of slavery into 
free territory” by Federal Government 
over the protests of the free states,” and 
also declared the infant party to be in 
favor of “restoring the action of the 
Federal Government to the principles of 
Washington and Jefferson.” 

For evidence that this original Repub- 
lican declaration for the states’ rights 
principle was no mere slip of the tongue 
or pen by the party’s founders, Mr. 
Willkie has only to read the second 
Republican platform, put before the 
people in 1860, four years later. It said: 

“That the Federal Constitution, the 
rights of the states, and the union of 
the states must and shall be preserved. 
2 That the maintenance inviolate 
of the rights of the states and espe- 
clally the right of each state to control 
its own domestic institutions according 
to its own judgment exclusively, is es- 
sential to that balance of power on 
which the perfection and endurance of 
our political fabric depends.” 

If these plainly stated principles by 
the founders of the Republican party 
ean be twisted and tortured by Mr, 
Willkie into proof that “the Republican 
party in its beginning arose from the 
people’s urge to build a strong national 
Government” at the expense of the 
rights of the states, then it is not sur- 
prising that the gentleman was so re- 
soundingly repudiated in Wisconsin, the 
birth State of the party.

Now that Gen. De Gaulle, returning to France 
for the first time in four years, has received a 
dramatic and enthusiastic welcome from surg- 
ing, shouting Norman villagers, it is fairer than 
ever to ask: By what right does President Roose- 
velt withhold recognition of the French leader? 

The tremendous importance of the man to the 
United Nations cause has been further empha- 
sized by the act of Poland, Czechoslovakia, Bel- 


gium and Luxembourg in recognizing the Pro- 


visional Government of Algiers. France, as of old, 
is their Continental leader. 

It is true that an unfortunate controversy has 
arisen over the co-operation of French officers 
in the invasion’s first stage. But whatever the 
truth about this dispute, the fact remains that 
the Allies cannot fail to reckon with the poten- 
tialities of the fighting force inside France, 
whose allegiance is to De Gaulle, 

The very name of it—‘“underground”’—has a 
mysterious connotation, and news of its work in 
France reads like unreal Dumas stories of in- 
trigue. Who is in it? How are they organized? 
What does it do? How much can it help us? And 
there is, finally, the pragmatist’s question: Why, 
when the liberation armies have the full and 
heavy weapons of war to challenge Nazi power, 
do these people risk their lives instead of wait- 
ing for our military release? 

To all these questions there are amazing an- 
swers. Understanding em means reviewing 
what Walter Lippmann calls the Second Battle of 
France. That was the epic fight, waged through 
four anguished and disarmed years of servitude, 
through which the French have repudiated their 
defeatist leaders like Weygand and Petain, and 
their French Fascists like Laval, Deat, Doriot 
and the French Gestapo-boss Darland, and re- 
deemed their national honor. These are the 
French who have earned the future by counting 
a dangerous present well-sacrificed to it. Small 
wonder that they consider themselves our equals, 
that they resent being treated as less than equals, 
and resent remaining unrecognized because of 
the President’s prejudice against Gen. De Gaulle. 

The Nazi plan failed. They thought that 
hungry people wouldn’t resist, couldn’t plan, 
didn’t know how to organize. Yet Hitler’s super- 
men have at their backs a citizen army of sev- 
eral million. 

They are divided, according to duties and spe- 
cialties, into mobilized and well-armed soldiers, 
spies, saboteurs and an information service. They 
sabotage German war materials and communi- 
cations, ceaselessly harass the occupying forces, 
actually besiege cities. Because their greatest 
tactical weapons are secrecy and surprise, and 
because Nazi troops must be more thinly spread 
to check their activities, they may well mean the 
difference for the Allies between a wearying 
war of attrition and quicker victory in the Third 
Battle of France. 

Such organization has never before existed in 
history. This fabulous army-in-the-dark even 
elects {ts own delegates to the Consultative As- 
sembly in Algiers, Its caches of sabotage mate- 
rials, run in by surreptitious submarine from. 
Britain, and its caches of weapons, smuggled or 
dropped by parachute, lie secure in orchards and 
poppy fields and hedgerows, awaiting orders. 

Because the underground is thus organized, 
and because using it efficiently and co-operating 
with it completely means sparing Allied livés, Mr. 
Churchill knew that Gen. De Gaulle must broad- 
cast to Frenchmen when invasion began. He is 
more than their leader; he is their symbol. He 
must be recognized as such by Mr. Roosevelt. 
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Cities Look Ahead 


Discussions. of the American Planning and 
Civic Association in St. Louis this week are of 
importance to all those cities which hope to 
grow and prosper after the war. Such discus- 
sions focus attention on the municipal problems 
arising out of the war and out of the greatly 
accelerated progress of science. 

There will be the problem of transition of in- 
dustry from producing for war to producing for 
peace. Industrial leadership will be sorely tested, 
and so will civic and political leadership, for a 
new era of municipal competition will develop. 

All forms of transportation will undergo 
great changes, and cities will find their economic 
life vitally affected by the location of new high- 
ways, by the operations of railroads and bus 
systems, and by aviation development. 

Housing will join transportation in demanding 
expert attention. The city of the future, too, 
must go much further than in the past in pro- 
viding recreational and cultural facilities for its 
citizens. Planning to meet these problems can 
be done now on a sound and sensible basis, 
although most of the execution wil! have to await 
the end of the war. The city awake today will 
be the city of progress tomorrow. 
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Spare the Rod— 


The Hoosier schoolmaster of the Republican 
party is teaching again, in print instead of from 
the platform. None knows whether the classes 
are well or poorly attended, since this time Mr, 
Willkie conducts a correspondence course ad- 
dressed to the G. O. P. But many must know— 
Republicans, Democrats and soul-searching Mug- 
wumps—that they are listening to one of the 
greatest democratic voices of our day. 

“The issues involved in Federal power and 
its proper use concern human freedom itself,” 
he said in Lesson I. “It is not the worn-out 
issue of states’ rights versus strong Federal 
Government. That is not an issue; that is a 
relic.” 

In Lesson IT, he advocated a Federal statute 
outlawing the poll tax and other disfranchising 
prohibitions, and another making lynching a 
Federal crime. “The Constitution does not pro- 
vide for first and second class citizens,” he said. 
The constitutional rights of the Negro “are part 
of the freedom for which men of every color and 
race are dying.” | 

Lesson III, following the lectures on govern- 
ment and social justice, defined the economic re- 
sponsibilities of a free society. “There is noth- 
ing new in providing men with minimum pro- 
tection. . . . Need knows no rules of eligibility 
and coverage. Protection against old age, illness 
and economic misfortune must be the right of 
everyone.” 

This is no partisan politician talking, or, in 
the queer current fashion, keeping cautiously 
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silent. This is the schoolmaster whose warfare, 
like that of Eggleston’s hero in the old book, is 
constant against the big boys of the class. This 
is Hartsook, battling bigotry. This is the pioneer 
teacher on the frontier of prejudice and selfish- 
ness, 
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The Standpatters Win 

The reactionaries have had their way at Jef- 
ferson City and have turned the Constitutional 
Convention against one of the State’s most 
needed reforms—establishment of an economical, 
efficient, centralized executive department with 
a Governor's cabinet composed of officials ap- 
pointed by and responsible to the chief executive. 

Under the leadership of the standpatters, but 
certainly with the help of some of the more 
progressive delegates, the convention yesterday 
voted decisively to stick to popular election of 
all State officials now chosen by that method, 
except the Superintendent of Schools. A plan 


already has been approved for appointment of | 


the head of the public school system. 

Rejection of the proposal for a Governor's 
cabinet, carrying with it the added advantage of 
a short ballot, comes with keener disappointment 
to the advocates of governmental progress be- 
cause the convention lately has provided admir- 
ably for outstanding reforms in the judiciary. It 
might have been expected that the spirit of 
progress shown in connection with the courts 
would have extended to consideration of the 
executive department. 

There ought to be reconsideration and reversal 
of this action. But if that is impossible, the 
delegates should proceed at once with plans for 
taking away the scattered tax-collecting functions 
of various officials and concentrating them in 
one revenue department. They should restrict 
the elective State officials to the administrative 
functions properly connected with their offices.

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A Box of Shotgun Shells 


In the hands of a good hunter, a box of shot- 
gun shells is more than a few hours of sport.

The War Production Board’s announcement 
that enough shells will be produced to provide 
one box for every hunter this fall is, therefore, 
one of the gratifying developments of this strenu- 
ous economic period.

Shipyards have moved into easy-going 
Southern bayous, ordnance plants into tra- 
ditionally conservative “small towns” in all 
parts of the country. Congressmen now es- 
timate that 75 per cent of them have dis- 
tricts at least partly industrial. 


They do not know yet just what will 
come out of this mass migration of city 
workers, but they do know this: to keep 
their personal jobs, they must be wide 
awake to the shifting political winds, and 
most of them will trim their jibs to catch 
the most breeze, from whichever direc- 
tion it may blow. 

This means that a few more jolts like 
the victories of Senators Hill and Pepper, 
and the three right-wing retirements, can 
threaten the tacit anti-Roosevelt alliance 
between Southern Democrats and Northern 
Republicans which has controlled Congress 
for some six years, 

More Southerners may be awinging vo- 
cally to F. D. R.’s bandwagon. More 
Northern Republicans may be edger to 
convince labor they are friendly. This

It will 
be joined by others who are “marked for 
death” by the Hillman hatchet-men, and 
who can have no hope of winning a di- 
vided labor vote by election-year strad- 
dling. 

But while there is no instant method of 
measuring the net effect of an influence 
just now commencing to churn up con- 
gressional undercurrents, it is a safe bet 
there will be fewer Congressmen ready to 
stick their necks out against unions. 


Effect on Congress 


As one Republican House leader put it: 
“Can you imagine our letting ourselves be 
maneuvered into an openly anti-labor po- 
sition? It just wouldn’t be sensible.” 


Paradoxically, while promising to 
strengthen his position in Congress, the 
industrial migration is frequently cited ‘ks 
one of the major obstacles Roosevelt must 
overcome to win a fourth term, 


The analysts say the migrations will 
hurt the President because many workers 
who shift home towns will not register, or 
will be disfranchised by the residence re- 
quirements of state voting laws. But théy 
also say that the influx of new votes will 
upset many Congressmen—which could not 
very well happen if the votes were not cast. 


It is possible for the migration to cut 
two ways: against the President in some 
places, because not all the migrants will 
qualify to vote; against his congressional 
opponents in others, because many will. 


No. 1 goal of the CIO’s PAC of course, 
is to get this migrant vote registered. No. 2 
goal is to stir up war-plant workers who 
stayed at home in 1942—but not stir them 
up so violently as to antagonize too many 
middle-road voters who may be attracted 
to Roosevelt by the status of the war, but 
would be repelled if the CIO flag were 
waved too openly in their faces,

We 
would urge that the field be reconnoitered 
with great care.

Waves”: 
Methinks, many a brave, 
That’s escaped with his life, 
Will come home to his Wave, 
And will make her his wife. 
And throughout the long years 
That are likely to come, 
Free from sorrow and tears, 
They will sing “Home, Sweet Home.” 


That seems all right in its fashion (the 
“methinks” is the authentic touch), but the 
job of poet laureate of Congress requires an 
all-around bard, one with a change of pace, 
one who can be challenging, bitter, coy, 
brave, suggestive, mystic and a lot of other 
things. Is this fellow Carlisle the right 
man? He may well be, but we’ve got to be 
shown. 


More Adult Education Needed 


By Americans, Historian Says 


‘Frontiers of ‘American Culture,” by James Trusiow 
Adams. (Charlies Scribner’s Sons, New York.) 
Adult education is something no one 

heard much about before 1924, but it 

started when the Pilgrims landed, grew 
steadily and finally exploded all over the 
place like a Fourth of July firecracker. 

If the similes seem mixed, put it down 
to purposeful description, for Mr. Adams 
has found, in this survey made for the 
American Association for Adult Education, 
that development of culture in the United 
States is like that. 

The women, the historian reports, prob- 
ably kept culture alive with literary and 
music societies at a time when it ebbed 
(men being too busy making a living and 
building a nation to bother about it), but 
they also did culture considerable damage 
by attaching the stamp of “effeminate” to 
certain phases of it. Thus, mere man’s 
tendency to avoid concerts, art lectures and 
flower shows grew steadily.

Milking Cow University, he writes, grad- 
uated the greatest number of students in 
the early days, and there still are too many 
men in Congress who haven't learned any- 
thing more than that school had to offer. 

Milking Cow University, better known 
as “the School of Hard Knocks,” is given 
the more circumscribed title to designate 
the extent of education needed when 90 
per cent of the population followed agricul- 
tural pursuits. 

Since 1890, the population has become 
50 per cent urban, the nation’s economy 
complex and industrialized. Graduation 
from that, university isn’t enough. Neither, 
says the writer, is graduation from any 
formal educational institution enough. Ed- 
ucation must continue through adult life. 

Conquering geographical frontiers re 
quired rugged, determined individual ef- 
forts, Mr. Adams adds, and the greatness 
that is America required the rugged indi- 
vidualism of Ford, Chrysler, Whitney, Ful 
ton, Carnegie, Kaiser and a host-of others. 

Adult education, including everything 
from mail order catalogs to Dr. Eliot's five- 
foot shelf, has been characterized by the 
same individualism—hence its explosion in 
all directions, to the benefit of millions. 
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In what Mr. Adams considers the vast 
wilderness of social security, collective bar- 
gaining, dealers’ and owners’ and operators’ - 
associations, governmental regimentation 
and constant mass-action propaganda, he 
cries out for an America “basically individ- 
ualistic.” He warns educators that “book 
larnin’” is not merely something to be fed 
to children, and that adult curriculums 
must be designed for adult students, 

He warns against economic and social 
snobbery based on academic degrees. The 
theory that a man without a degree is un- 
worthy to be hired is deplored by the 
author. He warns unionists against sub- 
stituting channelized European thinking 
for the acquisition of general knowledge 
and understanding. 

He concludes that “in an environment 
which is changing materially with ever- 
increasing speed while human beings are 
not, the need for knowledge, understand- 
ing and education is imperative if society 
is to survive.”

Summer Fruit Dishes 
By Charlotte Adams 


JELLIED FRUIT SALAD: MAIN DISH OR DESSERT. 


OT only can fruit salad be a 
N totally different composition 

every time you make it, it can 
also be used for any one of the 
courses in a meal. First, it can be 
served instead of a fruit cup at 
the beginning of luncheon or din- 
ner. 
Next fruit salad can be the 
main course “at luncheon, for a 
party, for just the family, or for 
a picnic. Few people think of it 
for the latter use, but try it some 
time and see if it doesn’t make a 
tremendous hit. Prepare a mix- 
ture of grapes, halved and pitted, 
orange sections, dark red cher- 
ries, cantaloupe in season, straw- 
berries, raspberries, blueberries, 
apple chunks—any other fruit you 
find in the market. Not all of 
these at once, naturally, but three 
or four or five. 

Finally, fruit salad makes a fine 
dessert. It can be served on let- 
tuce with mayonnaise or whipped 
cream (if you can make it). Or it 
can be served “as is” with a cus- 
tard sauce. In the accompanying 
photograph, you will see such a 
fruit salad prepared in a gelatine 
mold. It has a particularly practi- 
cal aspect for the family of two. 
It’s made from quick-frozen fruits. 
Half a package is plenty for two 
people at one meal... Following 
recipe will do that nicely: 


Jellied Fruit Salad 


One envelope plain unflavored 
gelatine, one-fourth cup cold 
water, one cup. hot water, one- 
fourth cup sugar, one-half cup 
fruit juice (drained from frozen 
fruit); one and one-half cups of 
quick-frozen fruit. 

Soften gelatine {fn cold water 
and dissolve in hot water. Add 
sugar, cool and add fruit juice. 


Chill, and when mixture begins to 
thicken, fold in mixed fruit, Pour 
into a mold that has been rinsed 
out in cold water. Chill until 
firm. 

To make sure that the quick- 
frozen fruit doesn’t darken before 
being added to the gelatine mix- 
ture, allow it to thaw in the closed 
package. 

Of course, this handsome mold 
doesn’t have to be used as a des- 
sert. It can double as all that 
any group of ladies would want 
to eat for a spring or summer 
luncheon—perhaps preceded by a 
hot, clear soup. And with it I'd 
suggest that you serve hot honey 
currant buns. I think you'll agree 
they’re about the most delicious 
you've ever tasted, 


Honey Currant Buns 


One-half cup shredded bran, one- 
half cup currants, three-fourths 
cup milk, one-fourth cup honey, 
two cups sifted flour, four tea- 
spoons baking powder, one tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth cup shorten- 
ing. 
Butitdns the first four ingredi- 
ents. Let stand 10 minutes. Com- 
bine flour and salt, and cut in 
shortening. Add to first mixture 
and blend. Form dough into small 
buns with hands or with a deep 
cookie-cutter. Place on a greased 
cookie sheet. Make a mixture of 
one tablespoon honey and one ta- 
blespoon butter and pour over top 
of buns. Bake in a moderately 
hot oven (425 degrees) for 20 min- 
utes. Yield: Twelve medium-sized 
buns. 

Note: A plain sugar icing may 
be poured or spread over the top 
of the buns after baking, if pre- 
ferred. If icing is used, omit the 
honey and butter mixture.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

HAVE just finished reading Mr. 
| David Lilienthal’s book, “T. V. A, 

Democracy on the March.” I 
like particularly the way it points 
up the development of a river and 
the area surrounding it as a 
whole. All of the resources are 
developed in unison for the bene- 
fit of all the people in the region. 
The river provides power but not 
at the expense of navigation or 
flood control, 

I saw with my own eyes, over 
a period of years, the change that 
came about through the control 
of soil erosion and the improve- 
ment of the productivity of the 
soil, in the. actual well being of 
the people. Their homes which 
I had seen unpainted and the 
clothing which I had seen re- 
duced to a minimum, were be- 
ginning to improve as the soil 
improved. I am quite sure that 
this same pattern can be followed 
in other regions throughout our 
nation in the days to come, and 
may be made useful to the people 
of India, China, Africa, and South 
and Central America, 

To follow the whole pattern may 
require a change in our thinking. 
Instead of thinking narrowly 
about one specific objective, we 
must think about the people of 
a whole region and with that goal 
in mind, we will do a bigger job 
which will effect more people; 
then, we really will see democracy 
on the march, 

I often think that Senator Nor- 
ris, in looking back over his long 


and useful life, must feel that in 
backing this pattern of develop- 
ment he has made a contribution 
to the well being of the world. 
He will stand out tin future his- 
tory as one of our satatesmen, not 
only with vision and imagination, 
but with great humanitarian 
achievements to his credit. 

Yesterday afternoon, I had the 
pleasure of entertaining at tea a 
number of high naval officers 
from the New York area who 
came to talk over with Mr. John 
Golden the prizes which he has 
offered for plays written by Navy 
personnel. The Army plays for 
which he gave prizes were a great 
success, and I gather that he is 
also very proud and much inter- 
ested in the plays which he has 
received in the current contest. 

In the evening, we went to see 
“Carmen Jones” which we all en- 
joyed very much, and Miss 
Thompson and I took the mid- 
night train back to Washington. 
Today is a very busy day here 
as some 200 representatives of 
various women’s organizations 
are meeting at the call of Miss 
Charl Williams, of the National 
Education Association; Dr. Minnie

HE hand of the Puritan lies 
T all too heavily on what should 
be the realm of the scientist 
in dietetics, His influence’is seen 
in the pronouncements of self- 
which are 
to the general effect that any- 
thing you like to eat or drink is 
for the very reason you like it, 
bad for you. Meat, according to 
this school, ruins your kidneys; 
pie gives ybu indigestion and dia- 
betes and makes you fat, but 
roots and tubers and the green 
tops of outlandish vegetables, they 

are good for you. 

Nothing could jilistrate this bet- 
ter than the all too timorous 
attitude towards tea and coffee. 
Something can be said in favor of 
objections to alcoholic beverages 
and tobacco; these common habits 
of mankind do carry some-seeds 
of danger. But tea and coffee are 
so beneficial and harmless that 
any argument against’ their use 
is almost entirely emotional and 
based on the fundamental aver- 
sion any body has to seeing some- 
body else have a good time. 

The habit of deprecating their 
use goes back a long way. As 
early as 1610 tea leaves were 
brought from Bantam to Holland 
and introduced to France and 
England a few years later. This 
cup which cheered, but did not in- 
toxicate, had a wide appeal and 
by .1750 four millions of pounds 
were imported into England. 
Coffee was soon after almost as 
popular, Coffee houses were set 
up where friends met in public 
to discuss life and letters over the 
steaming cup. Such a spectacle 
of human happiness was not long 
neglected by the moralists. 

Hear the croakings of James 
Hannay, merchant of Portsmouth, 
in 1757,

FROM ITS USE, men seem to 
have lost their stature and women 
their beauty, Your very chamber- 
maids have lost their bloom, I 
suppose by drinking tea.” 

You see, it’s the same old line. 
He did not know that tea had 
any bad effects, but it gave people 
pleasure, so he made up some 
bad effects. There is not the 
slightest evidence that tea or cof- 
fee stunts growth or ruins the 
complexion, but that didn’t stop 
him from saying they did, 

The custom still goes on. I get 
letters all the time from people 


who have been frightened by well-' 


intentioned friends, that coffee 
causes high blood pressure, that 
it drives you to nervous disease 
and jitters, that it causes insom- 
nia and thus’ leads to- neuras- 
thenia. 

Let us turn to real fone on 
the subject. 

In general all the effects of tea 
and coffee are based on their ac- 
tion that they make the blood 
flow more rapidly through certain 
organs—especially the brain, the 
heart and the kidneys. This in- 
creased blood flow makes them 
function better. 

. * . 


THERE SEEMS besides the 
better circulation to be a direct 
stimulation by tea and coffee on 
the cells of the brain and heart. 
This action on the brain is why 
they promote wakefulness and a 
sense of well being. They increase 
the output of the heart and for 
this reason are especially valuable 
in pepping up old people. 

Neither tea or coffee have any 
effect on blood pressure whatever. 
Or at least very little. To accuse 
them of causing high blood pres- 
sure is nonsense. 

The older ,.you get the better 
tea and coffee are for you. They 
strengthen your heart and keep 
you cheerful With a young out- 
luok, 

Of course their use can be 
abused. Very nervous people who 
dread insomnia should avoid them 
in the evening, largely because if 
they have a bad night they can 
blame it on the coffee when the 
real cause is something deeper in 
the nervous system.

Answer: The comomnest cause 
of a tar colored, or bloody stool 
is ulcer of the stomach, There are 
a half dozen other causes.

(The inhabitants are 
healthy.) 


Q. A broadcaster twice spoke of 
“senile old men.” Rather interest- 
ing, don’t you think? 

A. Yes, and redundant, since 
“senile” means “of or pertaining 
to old age.” 

Q. Will you please explain why 
irregardless is considered incor- 
rect? It seems all right to me. 

A. The word is a double nega- 
tive, since both ir- and -less are 
negations. The correct word is: 
regardless. The erroneous form 
“irregardless” is the result of false 
association with such words as ir- 
respective, irresponsible, irrepa- 
rable, irreproachable, etc., none of 
which are double negatives.

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Contract 
Bridge

A contract who doubles a slam 


contract because he can rea- 
sonably hope to set it one 
trick, deserves what happened to 
East in today’s deal. 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable, 


East doubled six clubs because 
he expeéted to lay down the spade 
ace on the opening lead and later 
collect a club trick with the king. 
North, however, sensed this and 
promptly ran to six hearts, where 
East's marked club king would not 
necessarily take a trick, since 
South was apt to have no more 
than a singleton club. 

The runout was even more ef- 
fective than North had hoped, be- 
cause now it was West who had 
to select the opening lead, and he 
chose the diamond jack. The queen 
won, the ace-queen:of hearts were 
cashed, and the club queen was 
then led through East. The latter 
realized that he had marked him- 
self with the club king, so he cov- 
ered the queen. Declarer ruffed, 
drew trumps, then entered dummy 
with a diamond and discarded all 
four of his spades and one dia- 
mond on the established clubs. 

Some criticism must be aimed at 
North for having selected a con- 
tract, six clubs, that could have 
been defeated, instead of another 
contract, six hearts, that was ice 
cold, but considering his extreme 
length in clubs and the fact that 
he had only two hearts, this was 
understandable. The same can- 
not be said for East’s double of 
the contract he could have de 
feated.
